I looked sharply at the third man, ex- 
pecting some word from him, but he shifted 
his eye from mine, giving me something like 
a sneer and shrugging his bony shoulders, 
but vouchsafing nothing tn the way of 
words.

But the demands of war, self-preserva- 
tion, pride, and the safety of others leave 
little latitude for the sentiment of pity in 
time of action. Had I in anger alone dis- 
jointed the groaning man my conscience 
(which, thank God, has never been seared 
into inactivity) might have upbraided me, 
but now I felt no great pang of remorse as 
I sprang up the ladder, calling the two to 
follow. 

If the plucky resistance of the disabled 
seaman had impressed the others, such im- 
pression seemed to have disappeared as they 
came with me into the air above. Like owls 
suddenly brought into sunshine, they 
blinked in the now broadened light, and, 
hanging on to the halyards of the foremast, 
gazed with plain interest at the tumult 
about them. Sailors though they were, I 
would have wagered that never had they 
faced such a 6ight frora so small a craft, 
and this was made certain when the man 
named Larry bawled at me, while for a mo- 
ment I gripped the same rope with him: 

“Barrin’ an ease o’ breath, ye might r.s 
well ha’ left us below. The craft can’t live 
long this way here. 'Tis a matteT o’ wind or 
Davy Jones, an’ ye had better whistle for 
the first, let it come high or low. Belay all, 
an’ stand by!” 

His exclamation was caused by a sudden 
jerk of the schooner, followed by a sidelong 
dip, and a whole green sea came aboard over 
the starboard bow. The full force of it 
was broken by the house on the forecastle 
hatch, but the bulk swept over all obstacles 
like a cascade, and, rising to our hips, drove 
us clear of the deck in a twinkling. In a 
bunch we hung on to tffe halyards until the 
rush subsided and let our feet come to the 
planking once more. I saw the flood 
sweep aft and foam ever the break of the 
poop, while torrents poured down the gal- 
ley and into the forecastle. It was the 
worst drenching the craft had yet expe- 
rienced, and a few more such visitors would 
send enough water into the hokl to make 
her loggv, and that would have been the 
last straw, as I guessed the pumps to be 
useless for want of care. Had I had a full 
crew, nothing could have been done to ease 
our state or render our position less peril- 
ous. The fact that the seas were now more 
boisterous, though the calm had lasted above 
an hour, told me that a vicious force was 
still at work over the breast of the ocean. 
Though the sun might have been fairly up 
by this, there was no certainty of the fact, 
for the light Was a greenish gray, and the 
clouds hung low and in furrows, fold on fold, 
to where the horizon was blotted out in 
a thick foglike haze. Xo land was in sight, 
and all about nothing showed save the hell- 
ish turmoil of the sea and the ^wering 
menace of the sky above. 

How long the schooner might have lived 
thus there can be no surety, and even to 
me, knowing as I did the soundness of each | 
beam, rib and treenail, it was a wonder she 
had thus far held her spars and timbers so 
bravely. 

But she had no longer to test a broad- 
side battering. Haring at present nothing 
to fear from the men (for even had they been 
given to plotting it were against hunufn na- 
ture to strike at me while death threatened 
all), I was about descending into the cabin 
after ordering the two to take the limp sur- 
geon forward and stow him in a bunk. For 
a moment I stood and watched them careen- 
ing along the deck with their burden, won- 
dering if it were wise to allow them to come 
in contaet w?lh their disabled mate. I saw 
the passage made in safety and turned to 
go my way when, on casting my eye over 
the taffrail, I beheld a wall of spray tearing 
along the sea off the starboard quarter. The 
line of its advance was as clear as that of 
a thunder gust, and I had barely time to cast 
loose the main sheet and raise my voice 
when tlic squall struck us. Terrible as was 
its appearance, it had not the weight of the 
blast that had opened the ball the night be- 
fore, but it heeled us far on our beam’s ends, 
while sea after sea planted themselves 
against the bilge and. rolled on deck until I 
feared we would founder under the sheer 
pounding of the brine. Like lightning the 
boom had flashed to larboard, and that 
■par with most of its canvas lay on the 
waves. I had grasped the wheel and hung 
on for my life. It seemed that we would 
never right again, and I was watching the 
flood pouring over us when, with a clap like 
the discharge of a cannon, the staysai’ burst, 
a cloud of rags blowing away to leeward 
like wads from a gun. The very angle of the 
vessel saved her from carrying the tons 
of water that had beaten in, and, as the 
headsail let go, as an animal goaded to des- 
peration, the Phantom rose and, gathering 
way, fled before the gale. 

We lied before the gale, and like the spin- 
ning spoondrift picked up by the wind and 
scattered broadcast without form or consist- 
ence so also fled my notice of details. Of 
the three terrible days during which this 
storm lasted I mind me only of a few poig- 
nant facts standing out against a back- 
ground of remembered misery. The second 
stage of the tempest was fiercer by far than 
was the first, and the wind came from a 
quarter almost exactly opposite the point 
from which it broke on the night of August 
11 — namely, southeast. And with it came 
rain — A pent-up deluge that laced the sea 
and sky with parallel lines like strings of 
polished steel wire. While we held the wind 
astern it was endurable, but later, when we 
bore into the gale, one’s face could not suffer 
long exposure to the blast that drove the 
liquid pellets before it like volleys of buck- 
shot. 

We had not held our way for long when 
it became piain that to escape by running 
was impossible, as the following seas reached 
a height and speed that threatened to poop 
the schooner at any moment. It had finally 
came to laying to or being wrecked out of 
hand, and every opening in the vessel was 
closed as tightly as possible in preparation 
for the move. 

It was an anxious moment when the ma- 
neuver to come about was made. Each one 
was lashed to his post, and, when I gave the 
order to jam down the helm, I knew that 
salvation or destruction might lie in the 
coming brief minute. 

The wind with which we had been fleeing 
fell as we struck the trough of the sea, the 
mountainous billows making a fair lee to the 
deck. I had closed my eyes as the wheel 
flew over, and when from an instant of com- 
parative calm the gallant vessel rose and 
1 felt the solid blast in my face instead of 
on my back, I shouted a thanksgiving, and 
in the ecstasy of my relief from long nervous 
tension shook hands with the sailor by my 
side as though he had been my lifelong friend 
instead of an enemy on whose death I had 
determined the night before. 

Even though we were safely hove into the 
wind the gale so increased in force as to 
make it iini>ossible to carry even a double- 
reefed mainsail, and there were no means at 
hand for further reduction of canvas saving 
to take all in. I met the difficulty by mak- 
ing a sea anchor of the wreck of the top 
hamper, binding the mass together and 
heaving it overboard with a line attached, 
then, by stripping the vessel of its last rag, 
to this drag we rode across the fearful bil- 
lows with lew straining, now pointing 
squarely into the wind's eye. 



But, though the Phantom’s antics were 
reduced io violence and we existed in com- 
parative comfort, the schooner was far from 
being secure, since the whole seas that rose 
and coaibed over the bows threatened again 
and again to swamp the craft, for, ere her 
scuppers could relieve her of the terrible 
weight of water from one wave, another 
would follow and tear aft, at times driving 
her bow fairly under. There was nothing 
to do but knock away great sections of the 
bulwarks to give free drainage to the flood, 
and, this done, we could but stand and wait 
for what fate had in store. 

It was when we were thus driven to in- 
action that one life was lost. I was stand- 
ing by the wheel, drenched, exhausted, and 
fast falling into my former state of dull 
apathy. The galley door3 had been fastened 
to keep out the water, and the forecastle 
hatch was closed, though not secured. Larry 
and the New Bedford mar. were close to 
me, crouched in the lee cabin house. To go 
forward was to court death, and, though 
the quarter was no place for a seaman off 
duty, all attempts at discipline and sea eti- 
quette had given way before the common 
danger, and both men kept aft to be clear of 
the rush of the sea. 

In a half-dreamy way I was conning the 
horizon dead ahead when I 6aw the fore- 
castle door open and the man who had de- 
fied me step to the deck at an interval when 
for a moment the deluge had subsided. He 
was suffering agony from his wrenched arm, 
for his face was working, and he held the 
wounded limb in his right hand. The pain 
of it had probably driven him to despera- 
tion, or reduced his spirit into getting aft 
and seeking possible relief to his torment. 
Behind him appeared the head and part 
of the body of the now sobered surgeon, at 
whose advice he Had doubtless taken the 
reckless step of leaving the forecastle. The 
man in advance seemed dazed, for he hesi- 
tated and almost fell as the head of the 
schooner rose to a billow, but with an ef- 
fort he turned, toward me and staggered 
a step forward. At that instant I saw a 
huge sea lifting ahead, its ridge tottering to 
a fall, its fine crest rent by the wind, blow- 
ing to leeward like smoke, and as I marked 
it I threw up one hand and shouted to the 
man to get back. Whether he understood 
or not I shall never know, for ere he had 
gotten abreast the foremast the vicious roll- 
er boarded the schooner with a roar and at 
once the fellow disappeared. I saw him a 
second later borne swiftly along the deck 
toward the bulkhead passage, and before 
one could shout “Man overboard!” he was 
swept into the sea as a bucket of water 
would have swept away a chip. Again I 
marked him drifting sternward on the crest 
of a wave, with one hand in the air, as in 
appeal, his set, white face looking like paper 
as he gave a last terror-stricken glanee at me 
and a shout unheard save by his Maker. 



cabiD, and the deathlike forms of the twrj 
on the floor, and feel that we were all sink- 
ing into the languor of starvation and aro- 
ionged strain. 

By the end of the third day the Phan- 
tom was practically a floating wreck, though 
for all I. could see not a line had parted, *or 
a spar, other than the topmast, been dis- 
placed. But there was no longer a buoyant 
lift to her bows, and the seas ran danger- 
ously near the level of the deck — a fact that 
plainly spoke of water in the hold, it hav- 
ing drained from above or leaked between 
her strained planks. There had been no at- 
tempt at pumping, for no man could have 
stood at the brakes in the deluge that came 
aboard, and now we were settling, helped 
mightily by the nature of our cargo. But 
the knowledge of it gave me no trouble, nor 
was there a comment made on the fact, 
though to three of us at least the condi- 
tions were clearly apparent.

The Moral Effect the Rains of Copnn 
Have Upon the Visiting 
Traveler. 
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In 1570 Don Diego Garcia de Palacio, 
an officer of the king of Spain, jour- 
neying from Guatemala to San Pedro, 
passed through the ruins of Copan, and 
in a letter to Philip II. — a letter that 
is still preserved in the British museum 
— describes what he saw there. His 
description is such as might be writ- 
ten to-day by any intelligent traveler; 
the buildings were in complete ruin and 
the Indians who lived in the vicinity 
were unable to give him any enlight- 
enment concerning them. Vet this was 
only 46 years after the expedition of 
Chaves. 

There is but one reasonable conclu- 
sion — the city was abandoned and in 
ruins long before the arrival of the 
Spaniards; all tradition concerning it 
was lost, and its name forgotten. Its 
glory was never beheld by Europeans. 
Could we conceive of that privilege as 
having been theirs, what would have 
been their astonishment, when, issuing 
from the rocky passes and dangerous 
defiles of the cordilleras, they first be- 
held the vision of this enchanted valley 
with its guardian city? Standing in 
such a situation and gazing on that 
scene in its present aspect, clothed in 
the melancholy charm of the wilder- 
ness, I was filled with admiration at 
the consciousness of what must have 
been, from the beauty of the situation 
and the barbaric grandeur of its archi- 
tecture, the effect of that proud city in 
its prime. 

The moral effect of all these ruins on 
the traveler who sojourns among them 
is not easily described. They have an 
atmosphere that is not shared by any 
other ruins in the world. The silence 
of the tomb pervades them. The sol- 
emn and sympathetic shade of the for- 
est wraps them like the sacred dead as 
in a shroud of living verdure, where 
clinging moss and ferns, as though in 
pity, seem to hide what time has worn 
away. — Bulletin of American Geo-

Washington. Feb. 22 .— Senate— Accord- 
ing to an annual custom in the senate on 
Washington’s birthday Washington's 
farewell address was read In the senate 
by Senator Foraker. A number of sen- 
ators being absent Mr. Penrose did not 
call up the resolution involving the right 
of Senator Quay to a seat in the senate 
as a member from Pennsylvania. The 
senate then adjourned. 

House — The house began holding early 
sessions, meeting at 11 a. m., owing to 
pressure for time in the Porto Rican de- 
bate. The debate brought out several no- 
table speeches, including one by Repre- 
sentative Grosvenor, of Ohio, who an- 
swered a number of questions as to the 
attitude of the president; another by Rep- 
resentative McCall, of Massachusetts, 
the republican member of the ways and 
means committee who dissented from the 
majority report, and Mr. Moody, another 
Massachusetts republican, who sharply 
criticised the position of his colleague. 
The debate was continued at a night 
session. 



Washington. Feb. 23. — Senate — The ses- 
sion was unusually interesting trom the 
very beginning. In spite of vigorous and 
influential opposition Mr. Penrose, of 
Pennsylvania, succeeded in getting the 
Quay case before the senate and three 
notable speeches were delivered. The 
vote to take up the case was 34 to 2S, but 
it is not considered a test vote on seating 
Quay. 

House — The entire session o- the house 
was taken up by speeches on ine Porto 
Rican tariff bill. A night session was 
held devoted to the same subject. An 
agreement was reached tnat a vote on 
the measure will be taken at 3 p. m. on 
Tuesday next, general » bate to close 
Monday. 

Washington, Feb. 24.— Senate — Through- 
out the session the senate had under con- 
sideration the Hawaiian government bill. 
The discussion took a wide range, but 
the basis of it was ^n amendment offered 
by Mr. Platt (Ct.) as to the appointment 
and tenure of office of the judges of the 
Hawaiian courts, Mr. Hale reported the

Washington, Feb. 27.— Senate — Mr. De- 
pew. of New York, addressed the senate 
on the Philippine question. His oration 
was beautiful in thought and diction. 
He strongly upheld the policy of the ad- 
ministration and. in conclusion, pictured 
so brilliantly commerce and civilization 
movoing hand in hand for the happiness 
and uplifting of the people of the Phil- 
ippines as well as those of this country 
that the galleries were swept by a stortr 
of applause. After Mr. Turley had con- 
cluded his speech on the Quay case, the 
Hawaiian government bill was again ta- 
ken up but little progress w;w mane. 

House — The general debate on the Porte 
Rican taniff bill closed. Mr. Dolliver, of 
Iowa, and Mr. Bailey, of Tens, making 
the closing arguments. Each spoke for 



an hour and a half. The republican man- 
agers are now confident that, with the 



modifications agreed upon at the confer- 
ence, the bill will command a narrow 
majority in the final vote. 

Washington. Feb. 2S.-*Senate— Notwith- 
standing the agreement made by the 
senate to vote on the Hawaiian govern- 
ment bill the final vote on the measure 
was postponed until 4 o’clock Thursday. 
Practically no progress was made on the 
bill although it was under consideration 
nearly four hours. Mr. Aldrich, chair- 
man of the finance committee, at the 
opening of the session, made an expla- 
nation of the work of the conferees on 
the financial measure, his statement re- 
sulting in an unexpected and spirited de- 
bate. 

House— The battle royal over the Porto 
Rican tariff bill ended in the house in a 
sweeping victory’ for the republicans. 
The bill, ameuued and agreed upon at 
the conference of the republicans on 
Monday night so as to reduce the tariff 
from 25 to 15 per cent, of the American 
tariff and limiting its life to two years, 
was passed by a vote of 172 yeas to ltil 
nays. .

Washington, March 1.— The senate 
committee on manufactures submit- 
ted to the senate a report on the ex- 
tensive investigation it has conducted 
into allegations that many important 
articles of food and drink are adulter- 
ated so as to be either a serious det- 
riment to the public health or, where 
the adulterant is not injurious to 
health, a fraud on the purchaser. Ac- 
companying the report is a great mass 
of testimony taken in the leading 
cities of the country. The report says 
the importance of the investigation 
made and the legislation proposed can 
not be too strongly emphasized. It 
adds: 

“The adulteration of prepared or 
manufactured foods is very extensive- 
ly practiced, and in many cases to the 
great discredit of our manufacturers, 
it is only fair to say, however, that a 
large proportion of the American 
manufacturers who are engaged in 
adulterating food products do so in 
order to meet competition, and it is 
the expression of those gentlemen tc 
say, ‘We would be glau to get out ol 
the business of adulterating. We 
would like to quit putting this stuff in 
coffee, and would be willing to brand 
our syrups for wliat they are, but our 
competitors get a trade advantage 
which we can not surrender.* 

“It is the purpose of this committee 
to adopt this uniform rule: To pro- 

hibit the sale of deleterious and un- 
healthy food products, and as to those 
food products which are simply cheap- 
ened by adulterants, to compel the 
marking of those goods for what they 
are. Deleterious food products should 
be prohibited and the rest thoroughly 
regulated. 

“There have been two general ways 
•sugggested as to the matter of regu- 
lation. First, to put the important 
food products under the internal rev- 
enue law, as we have in the ease of 
butter, filled cheese, and, at the last 
congress, flour. The pure flour bill 
has absolutely prohibied the sale of 
adulterated flour, which was found to 
be in many eases dangerous to public 
health, and has increased the sale of 
American flour probably 25 per cent, 
in other countries. If the rule estab- 
lished by this committee can be car- 
ried out as to cur other food products, 
we will not only protect the consum- 
er and the honest manufacturer who 
is willing to sell his goods for what 
they are. hut we will also establish a 
reputation for our food products 
which will assist us to find a ready 
market for them in other countries. 

“The other plan to regulate the food 
products is contained in senate bill 
242G, which establishes a department 
under the secretary of agriculture and 
provides for the establishment of a 
board which shall fix the standards 
for foods, drinks and for drugs, based 
on the American pharmacopeia. The 
strong argument against this plan is 
the fact that it would lie cumbersome 
to take all the small articles of food 
products that are now adulterated, 
ami allow their sophistication or adul- 
teration, for the purjiose of cheapen- 
ing, and require a stamp upon each of 
the small packages offered for sale. 

GREAT LOSS TO CATTLE. 

Severe Blizzard Prevails Through- 
out Texas and the Indian Terri- 
tory, Doing Great Damage. 

Denison, Tex., March 1. — The storm 
in this section and in the Indian Ter- 
ritory is the worst experienced in 
years. Six inches of snow fell in the 
territory. Railway traffic is impeded 
and trains are arriving several hours 
late. Large snow drifts have accumu- 
lated on the track of the Missouri. 
Kansas «fc Texas in the territory. 

Telephone messages from different 
points in the territory report that 
eat tie losses will be very heavy. A 
blizzard prevails here, and specials 
from sections of Texas give accounts 
of rain, hail and snow, hut no ma- 
terial damage has been done save to 
strawberries and cabbage, tattle are 
not suffering enough in Texas to 
cause any material damage. 

Ship Burned at Sea. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 1. — The 
Merchants’ exchange has received 
word that the well-known ship St. 
John, while bound from New York 
for Yokohama with a cargo of coal 
oil, was burned at sea off the coast of 
Japan, near Banju, Wangi, Tuesday. 
Capt. I. II. Fales and his crew escaped 
to the shore with their personal ef- 
fects. 

Farm House Wrecked. 

Waterloo, la., March 1. — A terrible 
explosion at the farm house of Gus- 
tavus Norn wrecked his house and in- 
jured his two young children so badly 
that they will die. The explosion is 
supposed to have resulted from a keg 
of gunpowder stored in the garret. 

Train Bobber Killed. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 1. — Lon 
Curry, one of the train robbers who 
engaged in the Wilcox, Wyo., holdup 
on the L'nion Pacific last June, when 
about $ 30,000 was secured, was shot 
ami killed Wednesday by officers at 
Dodson, near here, while resisting ar- 
rest. 

Big Bills. 

Cincinnati, -uareh 1. — The United 
States subtreasury here received from 
Washington one hundred $1,000 bills 
for distribution in Cincinnati and ad- 
jacent territory, if needed. - 



TAIL-END COLLISION. 

Mrs. Selimldlupp and Daughter of 
Cincinnati , and an Unknown 
Woman Killed— Others Hart. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 1. — Three 
persons are dead and seven others are 
seriously injured as a restilt of Tues- 
day night’s tail-end collision on the 
Missouri Pacific railroad at Independ- 
ence, Mo. 

The Dead — Mrs. J. G. Schmidlapp, 
Cincinnati; an unknown woman, cre- 
mated, believed to be from St. Louis. 
Miss Emma Schmidlapp, of Cincinnati, 
died at 10: 15 Wednesday morning. 

Injured — W. R. Vaughan, a Cincin- 
nati newspaper man, arm broken in 
two places; Mrs. J. 11. Balke, mother 
ot Mrs. Schmidlapp, arm broken, bad- 
ly burned about the face; J. C. Schmid- 
lapp, husband of Mrs. Schmidlapp, 
arm broken and head bruised; L. F. 
Sheldon, Seoalia, badly bruised and 
cut; William Ryan, baggagemaster, 
slightly injured. 

The dead and injured were brought 
to this city and placed in hospitals. 
Mrs. Schmidlapp’s body was taken to 
the morgue. The body of the un- 
known woman is still underneath the 
wreck of the engine and parlor car. 

The railroad officials are severely 
censured for the delay in getting a re- 
lief train to the scene, but they claim 
that the blinding snow storm and the 
position of a freight train on the 
track made it impossible for them to 
reach the wreck sooner. 

The blame of the wreck is attached 
to no one. It is conceded that the 
storm had rendered conditions such 
that the wreck could not have been 
prevented. 

Vaughan, the Cincinnati newspaper 
man, whose arm was crushed and who 
was pinioned for some time under a 
window frame, displayed great nerve 
in waiting to be extricated. He wait- 
ed three hours for medical treatment. 

CUBAN STATISTICS. 

Xamlicr of Birth*. Deaths and Mar- 
riage* Daring the Last Ten 
Years on the Islanu. 

Washington, March 1. — Maj. John 

G. Davis, surgeon U. S. V., and chief 
sanitary officer of Havana, Cuba, has 
forwarded to the war department 
some statistics in regard to the births, 
deaths and marriages. These statis- 
tics cover the last ten years endea De- 
cember 31, last, and show that during 
that decade there were 40,509 births, 
9,596 marriages and 101,932 deaths, an 
apparent exeess of 61,42.1 deaths over 
births. The death rate was heaviest 
during 1S9S, 1S97 and 1896, in the order 
named. Of the total number of deaths 
during the decade, 5,413 were from 
yellow fever and 96,519 from other 
causes. 

Of the 40,509 births during the ten 
years covered by the report, 34,49S 
were whites, 2,24S Negroes, and 3,763 
mulattoes. 

Three Men Blown to Piece*. 

Sistersville, W. Va., March 1. — There 
was an explosion of 120 quarts of ni- 
troglycerin about a mile from the city 
and William Fleming was blown to 
atoms. What was found of the re- 
mains were brought to the city in a 
cigar box. Word was received that H. 

H. Benedict and A. C. Campbell had 
l>een blown up in a similar explosion 
at Ten mile, near this city. In both 
instances the men were literally 
blown to pieces. 

I'lasrne Beaches* Mexico. 

Austin, 'lex., March 1. — State Health 
Officer Blunt received a telegram from 
Surgeon General Wyman to the effect 
that the bubonic plague has been offi- 
cially reported in existence on the is- 
land of Cazsumel, state of Yucatan. 
Mexico. The gulf coast and Rio 
Grande quarantine stations were at I 
once notified by Dr. Blunt and ordered 
to take the necessary precautions in 
the premises. 

A Dale nt Mobile, Ala. 

Mobile, Ala., March 1. — A terrific 
wind and hail storm struck this city 
shortly after 3 o’clock Wednesday 
morning and lasted until 5:30. The 
wind reached the velocity of a gale, 
and blew down many fences and trees 
in this vicinity. Telegraph wires are 
down, but from reports of incoming 
steamers no damage has been done to 
shipping. Reports from aiong the 
gulf coast say the storm was general. 

Army Officer Kill* Himself. 

Washington, March 1. — Gen. Otis 
has reported to the war department 
that Second Lieut. John R. Waugh, 
39tli volunteer infantry, shot himself 
through the heart while temporarily 
deranged from extreme nervousness, 
on the 27th inst., at Manila. Lieut. 
Waugh was born in Nebraska in 1875. 

Bill to Benefit Soldiers*. 

Washington, March 1. — The house 
committee on public lands reported 
favorably on the bill giving to sol- 
diers or sailors who served in the 
Spanish or Philippine wars an allow- 
ance of their time of service on any 
homestead entry they may have made, 
made.

Mr, Gayle will 
in a few days introduce a bill tc allow 
tbe widow of the late Evan E. Settle 
$5. WO. This amount is to be exclusive 
of tbe balance of $1,500 salary that is 
usually allowed the widow of a Con- 
gressman whose husband dies before the 
expiration of hie term. On Tuesday he 
introduced a bill to carry out the find- 
ings of tbe Coart of Claims in toe case 
of Mrs. James H. Dennis, of Gratz, 
Owen county. Tbe elaims amount to 
$25,630. Mr. Gavle says he feels con- 
fident that tbe bill will be favorably re- 
reported from tbe Committee on War 
Claims. 



Sham Antiquities. 

A few years ago, in Soho, London, 
there was a factory for antique cop- 
pers which Is probably still in opera- 
tion. Tbe legitimate business of the 
place was the manufacture of stew- 
pans and kettlea, but when trade was 
dull In that way any sort of antiques 
for which there happened to be a de- 
mand was produced Instead. 

An old Incense burner, for example, 
would be reproduced by the dozen by 
hammering over a chuck. If orna- 
mented with pierced work, the copies 
would be coated with asphaltum, 
through which the design would be 
traced, when it would then be eaten 
out in an acid bath, saving the time 
which would be required to cut out 
tbe pattern with a piercing saw. The 
bath leaves thin edges, by which such 
work may be detected. 

The work would then be annealed 
and wonld be permitted to oxidize and 
scale. Pickling with muriatic acid and 
salt, to produce a good coating of ver- 
digris, would complete the job. Seme- 
times these “antiques” would be pur- 
posely broken and would be clumsily 
mended with solder or with pure tin If 
the piece was to pass for a very an- 
cient one. Chiseled metal was repro- 
duced by casting and “dubbing” over 
with tbe hammer, then pickling, an- 
nealing and bending. In such ways 
helmets, copper and brass castings for 
antique furniture and tbe like were 
made.— Art Amateur.

London, March L — The war office 
has received the following dispatch 
from Gen. IJuller: 

“Lyttleton’s Headquarters. March 1. 
— 9:05 a. m. — Gen Dundonald. with 
Natal carbineers and composite regi- 
ments. entered Ladysmith last night.” 

“The country between me and Lady- 
smith is reported clear of the enemy. 

I am now moving on Xelthorpe.” 

London. March L — The news of the 
.relief of Ladysmith was received with 
much more enthusiasm than any pre- 
vious event of the war. Flags were 
immediately hoisted on a number of 
hotels and other buildings and Gen. 
Buller’s success was everywhere re- 
ceived with the heartiest satisfaction. 
The news has not yet affected the 
6tock exchange. The lord mayor of 
London immediately telegraphed his 
congratulations to Gens. White and 
Buller. When the queen received the 
news at Windsor castle the bells on 
the Curfew tower of the castle were j 
rung in honor of the event. 

London. Feb. 27. — The war office 
has received the following dispatch 
from Lord Roberts: 

‘*I*..:tr<l«*l*erg. Feb. 27. 7:4o a. m. — 

Gen. Cronje and all of his force ca- 
pitulated unconditionally at daylight 
and is now a prisoner in my camp. 
The strength of his force will be com- 
municated later. I hope that her 
majesty’s government will consider 
this event satisfactory, occurring as 
it does on the anniversary of Ma- 
jut»a.” 

The prisoners, who number about 
3.000, will be formed into commandes 
under our own officers. They will 
also leave here Tuesday, reaching the 
M odder river Wednesday, when they 
will be railed to Cape Town in de- 
tachments. 

Twenty-nine Transvaal officers were 
captured and 18 Free State officers 
were made prisoners. 

The guns captured from the Trans- 
vaal forces were three 75-eentimeter 
Krupps, 9 one-pounders, and one Max- 
im gun. From the Free Staters the 
British captured one 75-centimeter 
Krupp and one Maxim gun. 

The officers captured by Gen. Rob- 
erts, besides Gen. Diet Cronje, include 
the following well-known command- 
ers: ( Kiel Commandant M. J. Wol- 

verans, a member of the Colksraad; 
Field Cornet Frus. a Scandinavian; 
Major Albrecht, the famous German 
artilleryman; Major Yon Dewitz ,the 
distinguished German officer, respon- 
sible for most of the splendid en- 
gineering works of the Boers since 
the commencement of the war. 

New York, March 1. — But for the 
surrender of Gen. Cronje, which over- 
shadowed the news- from Natal, Eng- 
land would be shuddering over the 
British reverse al Railway il ill. where 
the Inniskiliing Fusiliers were caught 
in a Boer trap am! slaughtered. The 
London Mail's correspondent, under 
date of Pieters, February 24. describes 
the engagement : 

“Last night the Irniskilling Fusil- 
iers. mixed with some of the Dublin 
Fusiliers, and tne Connaught Rangers, 
attempted to carry Railway Hill from 
Dieters. They were under a continu- 
ous fire, through which they ]>assed 
up the heavy broken ground to the 
first Boer trench. Half way up the 
hill the Boers retreated to the crest, 
and then came back on either Hank 
of the Irish troojis. enfilading the cap- 
tured trenen with a savage cross as 
well as a direct fire. 

“All night and until 9 o’clock in the 
morning our men held the position 
under a ceaseless fire and at terrible 
cost. At roll call only five officers and 
one hundred men answered to their 
names- 

“Col. 1 hackery rnd Maj. Sanders, 
of the InniskiJIings; Col. Sitwell, of 
the Dublin Fusiliers; (apt. Maitland, 
of the 2d Gordon’s, and Col. Thorold. 
of the Welsh Fusiliers. Mere killed. 
Two hundred and fifty-two of the 
rank and file Mere killed or M'ounded. 

“Gen. Lvttleton’a brigade relieved 
them at 10 o’clock this morning, when 
the lioer artillery ]K>unded the troops 
holding the center kopjes without 
pause, but with little effect.” 

Recsburg. Feb. 2s. — Gen. Clements, 
escorted by a squadron of Inniskil- 
lings, entered ( oleslx-rg this morning 
and received an enthusiastic reception. 
A numoer of the lending men have 
been arrested. The inhabitants are 
well ami not starving. They have suf- 
fered many indignities at the hands 
of the Boers, but no violence. 

Arundel. Feb. 27.— Renslmrg Mas oc- 
cupied by Gen. Clements after a slight 
skirmish ®nd with no serious opj>osi- 
tk*L Neither tin town nor the rail- 
waV has hie* been injured. 

London- March 1.— According to a 
special dispatch from Cape Town, dat- 
ed February 27, Lord Kitchener is at 
Arundel, the Boers are retiring to 
Normal's Point, and all is quiet at 
Storm berg.

>«!• A*rr.in»t Rrpnlillran Official* 
Will Bf Instituted for Po*semiion 
of Record* and Office* in 
Executive Building. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 28. — The Capi- 
tal hotel is now housing a full-fledged 
democratic state government, since 
the election commissioners granted 
certificates to minor state officials. 
Democratic Gov. Beckham is in com- 
mand. Secretary of State Hill and 
Treasurer Hager are at his side. The 
first official act of Democratic Audi- 
tor Coulter was bis appointment of 
John B. Chcnault, - the Richmond 
banker, as insurance commissioner. 
Thus one debt of the famous Louis- 
ville convention has been paid, as the 
latter received a written pledge of 
this office for his part in forming the 
winning combination. 

Suit against the republican state 
officials will oe instituted for posses- 
sion of the records and offices in the 
executive building. 

Frankfort. Ky., Feb. 2S. — Two state 
i’ovemnients, completely officered and 
each claiming to be the regular and 
legal officials, are in Frankfort and 
will remain, each claiming the right 
to administer the affairs of state till 
the question is adjudicated in the 
courts. 

The onl\* ludicrous thing about the 
contests came into the situation, as 
anticipated, when the banks refused 
to recognize either of the contending 
factions, and as a result both are with- 
out money and the state funds are as 
securely tied up as they could be. 
Legislators, county officials and all 
kinds of conditions of the state will 
have to wait till somebody is author- 
ized by a decision of the courts to pay 
them, and the state will have to wait 
ou what is due it till the courts say. 
who is authorized to receive it. 

The democratic senate, with a full 
quorum present, refused to confirm a 
batch of nominations made by Taylor 
before the reports of the contest 
boards were adopted. Among the ap- 
pointments knocked out are those of 
the members of the present state 
board of equalization and trustees and 
other officers of various charitable in- 
stitutions of the 6tate. 

Frankfort. Ky-, March 1. — In the 
court of appeals Wednesday R. J. 
Breckinridge, democratic attorney 
general, filed a written motion setting 
up his title to the office and demand- 
ing that the court recognize him. 
Republican Attorney General Pratt 
was present and entered an objection. 
The court declined to pass on the 
question, and ordered the matter sub- 
mitted as a decision on it would in- 
volve all of the legal points in the con- 
tests over the minor state offices. 
Several commonwealth cases are set 
for argument on the docket for Sat- 
urday, and the motion of Judge 
Breckinridge points out that it will 
l*e necessary for the court to decide 
by that time as to which of the attor- 
ney generals are entitled to appear 
for the state. 

In the house Wednesday morning 
the special committee reported the 
reward bill appropriating $100,000 to 
l*e used in ferreting out the assassin 
of Gov. Goebel, with expression of 
opinion that it should pass. Repre- 
sentative Holt offered a substitute 
calling for $25,000. Me Roberts, one for 
$10,000. and Walton offered an amend- 
ment to McRoberts’ substitute for 
$5,000. 

After a discussion of almost three 
hours, the house commenced to vote 
on the substitutes. The Holt substi- 
tute asking for $25,000. lhe substi- 
tute was lost by a vote 48 to 23. 
Speaker Trimble announced the result 
and the republicans asked for a call 
of the absentees. Representative 
Slack taken an appeal from the de- 
cision of the chair. The republican 
memlxers of the house are very mad 
and claim that they have been unfairly 
treated by Speaker Trimble. The 
democrats are equally determined to 
stand by the ruling of the speaker. 
Speaker Trimble vacated the chair in 
favor of Representative P inn during 
th; appeal and took the uoor and 
made a statement why he had ruled 
a* he did. Slack's appeal was lost and 
ruling of the chair was sustained. 

llolt, the author of the substitute, 
voted to sustain the speaker. 

The republican senate Wednesday 
morning met ard then went through 
the form of confirming the appoint- 
ments of Gov. Taylor of officers for 
various asvlums and other charitable 
institutions. 

The denu»cratic senate also passed 
Senator Triplett's resolution provid- 
ing for {laying legislators and officers 
nf the general assembly mileage to 
Jx>uisville and per diem for the time 
elapsing between the date of Gov. 
Taylor’s proclamation dissolving the 
legislature in session here and the 
convening of the democratic legisla- 
ture at Louisville. The democratic 
rtate officers say that democratic 
county officers are paying in money to 
Ifcmocratic Treasurer Hager, the first 
money being received Wednesday.

TO MEET STEAMSHIPS. 

A Kew Service by the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad. 

George H. Daniels, general passenger 
igent of the New York Central and Hud- 
son River Railroad, has added a steam- 
ship bureau to the equipment of the passen- 
ger service of the road. He has engaged 
Captains Louis Ingwersen and F. A. G.

They will meet all incoming steamships, 
and will be prepared to furnish railway 
tickets, parlor and sleeping car accommo- 
dations and to assist passengers with their ' 
baggage and check it to points on the line ; 
of the railroad, after it has been passed j 
by the customs inspectors. They will also 
furnish passengers with cabs operated by the 
railroad company, and furnish time tables j 
and general information to passengers. Tne 
two men have also been directed to assist 
passengers who come to this city with a 
riew of going abroad, and such passengers 
jriU be met at the Grand Central Station 
on incoming trains and conducted to the 
steamship. Their baggage will be attended 
to, and steamship tickets can be procured 
in advance by communicating with Mr. 
Daniels. — From the New York Commercial
